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Pepper'  Martin  fought 
Napanee  fires  30  years

The  firefighter  put  a  ladder  against  a 
two-storey  house  and  climbed  up  to  the 
window.  When  he  got  into  the  room  be 
began  washing  down  the  walls. 

After  a  while  he  tried  to  move  forward, 
to  get  into  another  room,  but  he 
discovered  he  couldn't  move.  Because  of 
the  thick  smoke,  he  couldn't  see  what  was 
holding  him  back. 

When  the  fire  was  extinguished  and  the 
smoke  finally  cleared,  the  firefighter 
discovered  why  he  couldn't  move  —  he 
was  in  a  bathtub. 

"I  didn't  think  it  was  very  funny  at  the 
time,  but  back  at  the  station  we  had  some 
good  laughs  about  it,"  said  Harold 
"Pepper"  Martin,  a  30-year  veteran  of  the 
Napanee  fire  department.  He  fought  over 
2,000  fires  during  that  time.

Martin,  who  recently  retired,  says  he 
wishes  he  wrote  down  some  of  the  things 
that  happened  during  his  30  year  job  as  a 
firefighter. 

"It's  too  late  now  to  do  that,  because  I 
can't  remember  all  of  them,"  he  said. 

For  all  the  things  that  did  happen  dur- 
ing those  30  years,  however,  Martin  was 
given  a  dinner  on  Aug.  8  by  his  fellow 
firefighters. 

"They  gave  me  a  plaque,  a  medal  and  a 
patio  table  set,  the  kind  with  the  um- 
brella," said  Martin.  "And,  I  got  a  special 
letter  from  the  fire  marshall,"  he  proudly 
added. 

Martin  said  one  of  the  worst  parts  of  his 
job  was  having  to  pick  up  bodies.  "It 
wasn't  too  nice  having  to  pick  them  up, 
especially  when  it  was  cold  and  wet,"  he 
said. 

The  toughest  time,  however,  was  in  the 
winter. 

"Sometimes  it  would  be  so  cold,  you'd 
be  half  frozen,"  Martin  explained.  "And 
someone  would  have  to  take  a  hose  key  to 
break  off  the  ice  from  the  coat  buckles." 

Martin  went  on  to  say  not  too  many 
people  realize  fighting  fires  is  only  part  of 
the  job.  'There  are  inspections  to  be  made 
and  paper  work  to  do,"  he  explained. 

"It's  a  job  that  demands  all  hours  of  the 
day  and  night  from  a  worker,"  he  added. 
"All  in  all  though,  the  good  times 
overlook  the  bad  times." 

Martin,  who  will  be  60  on  Dec.  25,  is 
driving  a  transport  for  Ault  Foods.  He 
usually  drives  from  Napanee  to  Belleville, 
Toronto,  Peterborough  or  Prescott. 

Although  Martin's  first  name  is  really 
Harold,  most  people  know  him  as  Pepper. 

"Pepper  Martin  is  the  name  of  a 
baseball  player  that  played  on  the  St. 
Louis  Cardinals,"  he  said.  "One  of  the 
guys  at  the  station  called  me  that  once  and 
it  just  stuck  with  me. 

Martin  is  living  at  17 A  Dundas  St., 
with  wife  Mary.  They  have  eight 
children:  James,  Robin  Allistone,  Ed- 
ward, Evan,  Sam,  Stella,  Greig,  and 
Peter.  Their  youngest  was  killed  in  an 
automobile  accident. 

Although  Martin  says  he  would  pro- 
bably do  it  all  over  again  if  he  had  to,  he 
wonders  what  he  would  do  if  he  knew 
then  what  he  knows  now. 

"It's  hard  to  say  what  I  would  do,"  he 
said.

Dr.  W.  Fred  Park  Died 
From  Heart  Attack  at 
Amherstburg 

AMHERSTBURG,  Jan.  3— (CP)  — 
Dr.  W.  Fred  Park,  known  throughout 
Western  Ontario  as  the  man  who 
served  for  20  years- as  mayor  of  Am- 
herstfburg,  died  suddenly  a<t  his  home 
today,  a  scant  half-hour  after  he  had 
tended- his  last  patient  for  the  day. 

A  heart  attack,  one  of  the  many  he 
suffered  in  recent  years,  brought 
death  to  the  dxtor  who  had  played 
such  a  prominent  part  in  the  affairs 
of  this  town  during  the  35  years  he 
had  lived  here. 

Dr.  Parks'  death  followed  toy  only 
two  days  the  death  of  a  close  friend 
and  namesake,  Dr.  J.  T.  Park,  who 
was  the  oldest  physician  in  Amherst- 
ibung.  Da*.  Fred  Park  attended  his 
colleague  before  he  died.  They  were 
not  related. 

Born  64  years  ago  in  Chatham,  Dr. 
Park  attended  school  in  that  town  and 
graduated  from  the  Chatham  high 
school  at  16.  He  entered  the  Uni- 
versity of  Toronto  and  at  20  received 
him  M.D.  degree.  Too  young  to  pro- 
cure a  licence  to  practice.  Dr.  Park 
remained  at  the  university  for  another 
year  as  a  teacher  of  astronomy.  He 
first  started  his  practice  of  medicine 
at  Harrow  in  1893  and  at  the  turn  of 
the  century  took  up  residence  here.

The  action  was  believed  to 
be  a  definite  step  toward  straighten- 
ing out  the  kinks  that  have  caused  a 
virtual  tie-up  in  silver  transactions 
since  the  United  States  Treasury  re- 
cently changed  its  silver  buying  pol- 
icy in  world  centres.

LONDON,  Jan.  3—  (AP)  —  The 
steps  taken  by  the  Bombay  Bullion 
Board  in  prohibiting  members  from 
importing  silver  from  foreign  coun- 
tries was  taken  here  to  indicate  a 
return  to  more  normal  conditions  in 
the  Far  Eastern  market  and  the  first 
step  in  re-establishment  of  forward 
contracts.
